The Miniſtration of Private BAPTIS M of Children in Houſes, 


C HE Curates of every Pariſh ſhall often admoniſh the People, that they defer nat the Baptiſm of their children longer then the 
T firſt or ſecond Sunday next after their birth, or other Holiday falling betweex, unleſs upen a great and reaſonable cauſe, to 
be approved by the Curate. 

q Andalſ they ſhall warn them, that without like great cauſe and neceſity they procure not their children to be baptized at home in 
their houſes. But when need ſhall compel them ſc to do, then Baptiſm ſhall be adminiftred on this faſhion. 

Firſt let the Miniſter ef the Pariſh (or in his abſence, any other lawful Miniſter that can be procured) with them that are preſent 
call upon God, ard ſay the Lords Prayer, and ſo many of the Collefts appointed to be ſaid before in the Form of Publick Baptiſm, as the 
time and preſent e-igence will ſuffer. And then, the Child being named by ſome one that is preſent, the Miniſter ſhall pour water

«4 After which, if there be no Sermon declaring the duties of Man 
and Wife, the Miniſter ſhall read « followeth., 
Ll ye that are married,or that intend to take 
the holy eſtate of Matrimony upon you, hear 
what the holy Scripture doth ſay as touching the 
duty of husbands towards their wives, and wives 
towards their husbands. 

Saint Paul in hjs Epiſtle to the Epheſians, the 
fifth Chapter, doth give this commandment to 
all married men, Husbands love your wives, ec. 
ven as Chriſt alſo loyed the Church, and gave 
himſelf for it, that he might ſanRifie and cleanſe 
'it with the waſhing of water, by the Word ; 
that he might preſent it to himſelf a glorious 
Church, not having ſpot or wrinkle, or any 
ſuch thing; but that it ſhould be holy , and 
without blemiſh, So ought men to love their 
wives as their own bodies : He that loveth his 
wife, loveth himſelf. For no man ever yet ha- 
ted his own fleſh, but nouriſheth and cheriſheth 
it, even as the Lord the Church: Fog we are 
members of his body, of his fleſh, and of his 
bones. For this cauſe ſhall a man leave his fa- 
ther and mother, and ſhall be joyned unto his 
wife, and they two ſhall be one fleſh. This is a 
great myſtery ; but I ſpeak concerning Chriſt 
and the Church. Nevertheleſs, let every one of 
you in particular ſo loye his wife, even as him- 
elf. Epbeſ. . 25. 

Likewiſe the ſame Saint Paul writing to the 
Coloſlians, ſpeaketh thus to all men that are mar- 
ried, Husbands, love your wives, and be not bitter 
againſtthem, Col, 3. 19. 

Hear alſo what Saint Peter the Apoſtle of 
Chriſt , who was himſelf a married man, faith 
unto them that are married, Ye husbands, dwell 
with your wives according to knowledge, gi- 
viag honour unto the wife, as unto the weaker 
veſſel, and as being heirs together of the grace 
of life, that your prayers be not hindred, 1 S. 
Pot. 3. 7 | 


Hitherto ye have heard the doty of the haſ: 
band toward the wife. Now likewiſe, ye wives, 
hear and learn your duties towards your huſ- 
bands , even as It is plainly fet forth in holy 
Scripture. 

Saint Paul in the aforenamed Epiſtle tothe E- 
pheſians, teacheth you thus; Wives, ſubmit your 
ſelves unto your own husbands, as unto the Lord. 
For the Rog is the head of the wife, even as 
Chriſt is the head of the Church: and he is the 
Saviour of the body. Therefore as the Church 4s 
ſubject unto Chriſt, ſo let the wives be to their 
own husbands in every thing. And again he faith, 
Let the wife ſee that ſhe reverence her husband. 
Epheſ. 5.22. 

And in his Epiſtle to the Coloſſians, Saint Paul 
giveth you this ſhort leſſon, Wives, ſubmit your 
ſelves unto your own husbands, as it is fit inthe 
Lord, Cel. 3.18. 

Saint Peter alſo doth inſtrult you very well, 
thus ſaying, Ye wives, be in ſubjection ro 
your own husbands; that if any obey not the 
Word , they alſo may without the Word be 
won by the converſation of the wives; while 
they behold your chaſte converſation coupled 
with fear, Whoſe adorning, let it not be that 
outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold, or of putting on of appa- 
rel; but let it be the hidden man of the heart, 
in that which is not corruptible, even the or» 
nament of a meek and quiet ſpirit, which is in 
the ſight of God of great price. For after this 
manner in the old time, the holy women zlfo 
who truſted in God, adorned themſelves, being 
in ſubjetion unto their own husbands; even 
as Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling him Lord , 
whoſe daughters ye are as long as ye do well, and 
are not afraid with any amazement. 1 S.Per.3, 1.
